WASHINGTON. 


Tlio Comptroler Wants tlie Burden 
of [Ulaintainins: the Circulation 
Removed From tlie Banks. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—Mr. Sherman 
laid before the senate yesterday a letter 
frona the comptroller of the ourrenoy in 
regard to the bill affecting the national 
bank circulation recently reported to 
the senate. 
The comptroler says that 
there were on the J.7th of May last 
3,438 national banking associations in 
operation in the United States, having a 
total capital of $635,055^276. These as- 
sociations had a total circulation of 
$125,791,94:0 secured by pledge of 
United States bonds, 
amounting to 
$143,790,900 at their face value. The 
circulation stated does not include $59,- 
519,585 in process of retirement and 
represented by an equal amount of law- 
ful money on deposit in the United 
states. 


In concluding the letter the comp- 
troler says that congress seems to have 
determined that the further issue of 
bank notes is not desirable, and in that 
event the burden of maintaining the 
circulation, he thinks, should be re- 
moved from these associations so that 
they may more faithfully and satisf^- 
torily serve the people as banks of dis- 
count and deposit in which species they 
have never been adversely criticised by 
any portion of the people. 


Presideiit Harrison, accompanied by 
Postmaster General Wanamaker, Secre- 
tary Proctor, Attorney General Miller, 
of his cabinet, and General Sohofield, 
left Washington this morning on a 
special train over the Pennsylvania rail- 
road for Mount Gretna, where they will 
visit the Pennsylvania state guard en- 
campment. 
The presidential party ex- 
pect to return to Washington by mid- 
night to-night. 


The senate to-day passed the follow- 
ing bills: 
House bill, for the construc- 
tion of a bridge across the Savanah 
river. Senate bill, for the construction 
of a bridge across the Willamettic river 
at Albany, Ore. Senate bill, to provide 
an American register for the steamer 
Marmion. 


Consideration of the Indian appro- • 
priation bill was then resumed. The 
amendment appropriating $10,000 for 
the prosecution of a suit in North Caro- 
lina to enforce certain rights oi the 
Cherokee Indians in that state was mod- 
ified so as to merely appropriate $5,000 
to pay the legal expense incurred in the 
suit. 
Agreed to. 
The next amendment 
to provoke discussion was one increas- 
ing an appropriation of $100,000 for the 
support of Indian schools to $150,000, 
including the construction of a school 
building at Black Feet agency, Mon- 
tana. * Mr. Vest opposes the amend- 
ment as the introduction of a system 
intended to abolish denominational 
education among the Indians. He spoke 
of an official visit which he has made to 
an Indian agency seven or eight years 
ago, and of his observation of the work 
of the Catholic church in eaucating the 
Indians.

WHITJB SliATBKlT AT BUFFAJLO. 
How Slra. ilary «¿elires Hade Her 
IVealtli. Oat of the Employes in 
H<»r Stone C|narry. 


BUITAI40, July 23.—Jammerthal, a 
suburb of Buffalo, is the only stone- 
quarry region in this section, and speC' 
ial attention has just been directed to it 
through the strike of the hundred or 
more quarry men to "have their pay in- 
creased from $1.75 to $2' a day. 
Five 
boss quarrymen have yielded, but the 
largest and richest quarry owners, Mrs. 
Mary Gehres, the Buffalo Buildiiig 
Stone company, and Christ Hebelhoer, 
refused to pay the advance. 


Mrs. Gehrs owns forty acres of the 
richest stone quarry country in Western 
New York, and is independently rich. 
She has made her wealth, according to 
men who have worked for her, through 
a system much like that of the Pennsyl- 
vania coal mines. 
She has a grocery 
store in her dwelling in the center of 
her premises. 
She employs forty men 
when there is no strike on, and the 
married employes occupy the nine cot- 
tages in the neighborhood, which the 
boss quarry woman built for their use. 
The other employes are expected to 
board in these houses. 
They have all 
found it convenient to do so. 
Those 
who have not have lost their jobs. 
For 
groceries Mrs. Oehres charges as many 
prices as she thinks the men will stand; 
and when the men want beer or liquor 
she gives them checks to pay in at a 
saloon across the street from her grocery 
store. 


When she settles with her men, as a 
general thing, they have very little 
money left. They are unemployed dur- 
ing a quarter of the year, and in the 
winter months they are allowed to run 
behind on their grocery and bar bills. 
It is claimed that Mrs. Gehres dis- 
charges employes who buy anything 
elsewhere without her consent. 
The 
people in this region are in a piti- 
ful state. 
The men do not earn enough 
to support themselves and families and 
they are continually in debt to their 
employers. 
They will probably win 
their strike for twenty five cents ad- 
vance a day, for enough are back at 
work to help the others out. 
Jammer- 
thai, although within the city limits, is 
so isolated that few people ever hear of 
it except on some such provocation as a 
strike or the accidental death of a quar- 
ryman.

BUFFALO, July 23.— Jummerthal, a 


suburb of Buffalo, is the only stone- 
quarry region in tliis section, and spec- 
ial attention lias just bet'n directed to it 
through tho strike of tho hundred or 
more qnsrrynu-n toha\e their pay in- 
creased from §1.75 to S2 a day. 
Five 


boss quarryrnen ha\e jielded, but the 
largest aud richest quarry • wners, Mis. 
M.»ry Gohres, tiie Buffalo Building 
Stono company, and Cnrist Hebelhoer, 
refused to pay the advance. 


Mis. Gehrs owns forty acres of the 


richest stone quairy country iu Western 
New York, and is inder-eiidintly rich. 
She has made her wealth, ucsording to 
men who have worked for her, through 
a system much like that of the Pennsyl- 
vania coal mines. She has a grocery 
store in her dwelling iu tho center of 
her piemises. She employs forty men 
when there is no strike on, and the 
married employes occupy the nine cot- 
tages in the neighborhood, which the 
boss quarry wotnnn built for their use. 
The other employes are expected to 
board iu these houses. They have all 
found it convenient to do so. Those 
who have not have lost their jobs. For 
groceries Mrs. Gehres charges as many 
prices an she thinks the men will stand; 
and when the men want beer or liquor 
she gives them checks to pay in at a 
saloon across the street from her grocery 
store. 


When she settles with her men, as a 


general thing, they have very little 
money left. They are unemployed dur- 
ing a quarter of the year, and in the 
winter months they are allowed to run 
behind on their grocery and bar bills. 
It is claimed that Mrs. Gehres dis- 
charges employes who buy anything 
elsewhere without her consent. The 
people in this region are iu a piti- 
ful state. The men do not earn enough 
to suppoit themselves aud families and 
they are continually iu debt to their 
employers. 
They will probably win 


their strike for twenty five cents ad- 
vance a day, for enough are back at 
work to help the others out. Jammer- 
thai, although within the city limits, is 
so isolated that few people ever hear of 
it except on some such provocation as a 
strike or the accidental death of a qnar- 
ryman.

She has made her wealth, according to 
men who have worked for her, through 
a system much like that of the Pennsyl- 
vania coal mines. She has a grocery 
store in her dwelling in tho center of 
her premises. She employs forty men 
when there is no strike on, and tho 
married employes occupy the nine cot- 
tages in tho neighborhood, which the 
boss quarry woman built fur their use. 
The other employes are expected to 
board iu these houses. They have all 
found it convenient to do BO. Those 
who have not hove lost their jobs. For 
groceries Mrs. Gehres charges as many 
prices as she thinks the meu will stand;
